In alternate hills two kernels of com. were 
planted. JThe I8th of June he planted upon 
the piece twenty-eight quarts of white beans, 
the piece occupying two- and a half days* 
work. The crop was fifty bushels of shelled 
corn and fifty bushels of beans, Tihich sold 
for t&25 per bushel.
